PARIS, June 26.—Germany has 
been notified in a note sent today 
by the allies that they possess the

MORRISON ON IMMIGRATION 


That we, as a nation, are responsible 
for destruction of life and property, 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, agrees. But 
his contention is that the country is\sim- 
ply ‘‘reaping the result of its immigration 
policy—or lack of policy—during all these 
years.’’ As he says: 

‘For years the trade-union movement 
has urged the restriction of immigration, 
but the workers were opposed by steam- 
ship companies, the Steel Trust, and other 
employers of labor who stimulated immi- 
gration at the rate of 1,000,000 persons 
a year, 

‘““Many of these immigrants were 
herded in large cities or other industrial 
centers. They were encouraged to use 
their own language and to perpetuate 
traditions of their mother country. 

‘At election time, in innumerable in- 
stances, they were voted en bloc, and if 
they would organize a trade-union or sus- 
pend work to stop exploitation, they 
were .enjoined, clubbed, and jailed. This 
is an old story in West Virginia, Célo- 
rado, Pennsytvania, and elsewhere. 

‘“What can Americanism mean to those 
persons? They do not even understand 
our language. To them Americanism 
means a petty boss and low wages. They 
know nothing of our theory of govern- 
ment. 

‘*Bomb-throwing is always a challenge 
to organized society, and should be met 
in that spirit. But the question must be 
traced back to its root and treated ac- 
cordingly. Americanism must be more 
than a shibboleth. It must mean educa- 
tion, opportunity, and social justice for 
‘all. We must. vitalize our declarations 
and our beliefs that injusti¢e has no placed 
on American soil. his,

“One vital fact stands forth in this 
report: That according to the view of 
British business men, the process of 
change in industry, whatever it may 
ibe, if it js to be an orderly change, 
must he effected through organiza- 
| tions of employers and of employees.” 


Say Labor Must Accept Cut. 

Initiation of a nation-wide move- 
ment to “restore sanity and common 
sense” in the relations of labor and 
industry was urged upon the National 
Association of ‘Manufacturers in a re- 
port of the committee on industrial 
betterment, health and safety, read 
at the opening session of the associa- 
tion’s twenty-fourth annual meeting 
at New York. Pointing to the heavy 
burdens of taxation and increased 
costs of freight, communication and 
other industrfal essentials, the com- 
| mittee declared that labor must be 
brought to realize “that the United 
States will never retain world suprem- 
avy by six hours of labor five days a 
week.”
